10. The prior art taught a method for storing instruction segments built according to program 
flow based upon whether a filtering condition exists. The prior art of record has only taught one 
filtering condition, namely only to store the instruction segment if it does not already exist in the 
segment cache. However, the Applicant has taught different filtering conditions that can 
determine whether an instruction segment is stored in the segment cache, specifically storing the 
segment based on the source of the instructions in the segment, as well as storing the segment 
only if it has been built according to program flow multiple times (see p. 5 line 12 to p. 7 line 24 
of the Specification). Because the prior art has not taught these additional filtering conditions, 
the claims are allowable over the prior art.
